Among the recent Nazi sentences in Paris of Jews accused 
Of anti-Navzi acts, the case of a young Jew. Ferdinand Soloinoy, 
a lurrier, aroused great public interest. During his cxaamination, 
he stood up bravely to the Nazi authorities and refused to 
divulge anything. When he was sentenced to death “as a 
dangerous terrorist,” he was told that he could send a petition 
fo the German Minister of Justice to plead tor merey. But this 
he declined to do, saying that he refused to recognise the 
authority of France’s invaders to try him, 


BRIGADIER MORRIS KILLED IN AIR CRASH 


Brigadier F. Morris, whom we reported as missing, some weeks 
a0. Is now known to have been killed in a crash when the 
aircralt in which he was travelling was approaching these shores,

and, theretore. could not be allowed to be free 
ihe boats before then had actually hit rock outside 
All the people in it were saved, and the Jews were now inicrned 
wo Turkes The third boat was still on the way and no one 
could say exactly where it was at the moment 


Treated as Ilegals” 


[In addition to the very important fact that here they were 
concerned with the lives of men, women, and children, they 
bad a matter of the very greatest practical mportance--it Was 
a fact that Jews who were escaping from Nazi persecution were 
not treated in the same Way as other people who were trying 
to escape from a similar kind of persecution, When there was 
any question of ther wishing to entel Palestine, they were not 
looked UPOn as rclugees, for whom there Was Provision eyen 
in the famous White Pape: published in May, 1939, but were 
treated as if they were “ illegal immigrants if they reached 
Palestine. or. if they did not reach that country, they were 
treated by the Government as incapable ol receiving certilicates 
for them entry, 

fhe Fxecutive. &4dded Dr. Brodetsky, had again considered 
the matier at a meeting held recently and ut would have to be 
taken up again in order to deal with the whole problem of 
what was to happen to Jewish refugees who wished to escape 
from Nazi. persecution. | 

In reply to Mr. H. A. Goooman (Union of Orthodox Hebrew 
Congregations), who asked whether there would be co-operation 
in future also, in. regard to refugees who were fleeing to 
Palestine or elsewhere, between the Jewish Agency and the 
Executive of the Board, the President said that in so far as 
Jews were refugees and needed to find a place of sanctuary, 
it was the duty of the Agency, as of any other Jewish body, 
to see to it that anybody who could help in establishing thei 
position took part in that work. 

Mr. Isaac Lanpau (United Synagogue) urged that a_ repre- 
sentative deputation from either the Executive or the Joint 
Foreign Committee, or both, should go to the Colonial Office 
with regard to this matter. | 

Mr. J. Wimporne ¢West Ham District) said it was time that 
the Jews of this realm asked not only the Colonial Office but the 
Government itself for a redress of their grievances. 

The President said that the question of a deputation going 
to a Government Department was being considered. : 

In reply to a cantention by a Deputy that the r.A.C. had 
never been appointed by the Board, Mr. M. Gorvon LiverMan, 
J.P. (Dublin, United), said the Defence Committee was 
appointed by the Board and was entirely under the Board. The 
Defence Committee had created the Trades Advisory Council. 
The Council in so far as it worked under the auspices of the 
Defence Committee, ipso facto worked under the auspices 
of the Board. The question of finance as it arose in this Case 
did affect the Board, the Defence Committce, the Joint Foreiga

Committee, and the T.A.C., for the simple reason that any 
appeal to be made for any purposes of the Jewish Community 
should properly be made unde: the auspices of the Board. 

r. Isaac Landau asked if, in any future decision as to 
financial assistance to the T.A.C., it could be made clear that 
any specific sum Would be voted, and, if so, whether the Board 
would have an opportunity of ascertaining whether the moncy 
had been well spent. . 

Mr. Liverman replied that he could not give that assurance. 
Any grants made to the T.A.C. so far, had been from the 
Defence Committee's funds, which, rightly os wrongly, were 
not under the control of the Board. The Defence Committee 
had its own trustees and its own accountancy, and the trustees 
rendered their accounts monthly to the Defence Committee. 

The report was adopted. 

Dr. M. Epstein (United Synagogue) moved the adoption of 
the report of the Law and Parliamentary Committee, It stated, 
among other matters: ‘ 

“ The motion by Mr. Leo Elton which is on the Board Agenda was noted 
by the Committee, which is of the opinion tat the subject matter of the 
motion was adequatcly discussed by the Board at the last mecting, on the 
report of the Commuittce, which was adopted 

“ The Committec, in its last report, pointed out that Clauses 46 and 47 
of the Board's Constitution deal with this question as follows: * A Coneftega- 
tion or Institution may declare vacant the seat or seats of its Deputy of 
Deputies who shall have failed to attend 20 per cent of the mectings of the 
Board during the preceding twelve calendar months \ Commitice may 
declare Vacant tre seat of any member of such Commitice who shall have 
failed to attend 20 per cem of its mtectings during the preceding twelve 
calendar months.’ 

Mr. Elton’s motion, referred to in this report, read: 

That it is desirable that tor the duration of the war no Deputy. other 
than a member of HM.

it was to be hoped that he would not press his resolution 

Mr. Leo Erirow (United Synagoguc) submitted that to prejudge 
the motion betore tt bad even been moved and scconded Wis 
an Offence against the canons of constitutional procedure which 
the Board had always protessed to follow ar uggesied that 
it was only fair that this paragraph should be dcicted 


lhe Board, On a Voc being taken. decid ij to defer this 
paragraph until they had discussed Mr. Elton’s motion, and the 
report was adopted.

Speaking on the report, Professor Brodetskys said that the 


apporntment in France of Pelleporx as head of the section dealing 
wath the Jews—he being a well-known anti-Semite——meant that, 
m tact, th new Minister oO! PINE’ had Cecided to tollow 
the Nazi ideology in regard to the treatment ot Jews. This 


was a considerable addition to the general position and treat- 
ment of Jews in unoccupied France and particular notice ought 
to be taken of it at the present moment. 

The President spoke of the way in which over and over again 
reports appeared in the Press of numbers of Jews being chosen 
and shot as hostages in regard to any particular happening 
against the German occupying forces. The Board must draw 
attention to the fact that it was Jewish people who were chosen 
for this purpose, which was included in the gencral purpose of 
reducing the Jewish population of Europe and gradually 
destroying the whole Jewish nation. 

The report was adopted. P 

Mr. M. Gordon Liverman, J.P., moved the report of the 
Jewish Defence Committee. Among other matters, it stated: 

“ The question of Sanctions was discussed in detail. It was decided to 
defer any action until the matter had been discussed in conjunction with the 
Executive Commitice 

“ The question of the future financial position of the T.A.C. was deferred 
for further considcration among the partics concerned 

‘ The latest publication, * The Psychology of Anti-Semitism.” by the Rev 
Dr. A. Cohen, was laid on the table and a copy was circulated last week. 
copies can be obtained on application.” 

Mr. Liverman said that for many months a great deal of 
consideration had been given to the difficult question of what 
was perhaps wrongly called “ sanctions "—there were no such 
things available to them. The community was not in a 
position to apply sanctions in any really effective sense. It 
could merely deny certain things which the community oficred 
to those who participated in its work. There had very recently 
been a joint mecting between the Executive of the Board and 
the Defence Commitice whet this matter was further discussed. 
He was not, he continued, in a position at that stage to report 
anything in the form of a resolution or even to give a ruling, 
and he expressed the hope that the good sense of the com- 
munity generally would see to it that those who had offended 
not only against the law ot. the country but-also against the 


good name of the community would not be given any position, 


of leadership or authoruy, where it was in the powg of the 
community to see that they were not put in such position 


General Appeal to be Made 


In the last few days, went on Mr. Liverman, there had been 
conferences between the Defence Committec, the Officers of the 
Board. and the trustees of the T.A.C. The T.A.C. had grown 
considerably and had extended tts wotk admirably in the pro- 
Vinees, and its organisation required vicater financial assistance 
With a laree subseribing membership it had started on the road 
to becoming self-supporting But up ull now it needed and had 
had an annual grant from the Defence Committee's fund. They 
wanted to know where they stood for next year, and the Defence 
had pointed out that while they were full 
sympathy with the T.A-C., a poimt had been reached when 
the funds at the Committee's disposal needed augmenting and 
it was desirable that there should be a combined ctfort in ord& 
to increase and stabilise the Defence Fund, It was hoped in 
the next few weeks that the Defence Commitice. associated with 
the Board, would make a gencral appeal and that as a result 
adequate firpancial support would be available to the Council. 

There was some discussion, chiefly on the attitude to adopt 
on sanctions, after which the report was adopted 

in the absence of Dr Isratt FetomMan (Great) Professor: 
Brodetsky moved the report of the Palestine Committe: 

When the question of Mr. Elton’s motion on. attendances 
at Board and Committee meetings came up at this stage of the 
Mecting. Mr. Elton intimated that he did not propose to move 
his resolution the attendance was becoming depleted owine to 
the lateness of the hour—and he asked the President to allow 
the notice of motion to appear on the agenda tor the next 
meeting. He also said that he was willing to attend a meeting 
of the Law and Parliamentary Committee. 

The President ‘suggested that Mr. Elton should mect the 
Chairman of the Law and Parliamentary Committee and arrange 
to have this matter discussed on the Committee in his (Mr. 
Elton’s) presence. After that he could consider whether he 
would lke to move the motion or not. 

Mr. Elton agreed, 


JEWISH DEFENCE 


REMOVING DISCRIMINATION IN 
TRADE 


T.A.C.’s Success in Leeds 


The Trades Advisory Council of the Board of Deputies are 
achieving excellent results in their work of improving trade 
relations between Jews and non-Jews, and of combating dis- 
crimination. Here are two outstanding examples which they 
have given me (writes a JewisH CHRONICLE represtntative): 

In an issue of THe’ Jewisn Curonicte of last December, a 
report was published referring to the exclusion of Jewish 
traders from the Leeds Grocers’ Association, The Chairman of 
the T.A.C.. Mr. Alec Nathan, approached officials of the 
Grocers’ Federation. 

Mectings of local T.A.C. leaders in Leeds were organised at 
the request of the General Secretary, Mr. M. Orbach, L.C.C., 
and finally, through the oflices of the Chairman of the Leeds 
T.A.C., Alderman Hyman Morris, J.P.. 9 meeting was called at 
the Civic Hall and presided over by the Lord Mayor. Repre- 
sentatives of the Leeds Grocers’ Association attended, and 
Leeds Jewish grocers were also represented. 

As a result, a Grocers’ section of the Leeds T.A.C. was 
lormed, officers. were elected, and representatives were delegated 
to the Leeds Grocers’ Association (which, as stated, had 
hitherto refused to accept Jewish members). 

The second example is, perhaps, more important because 
of its national significance. On March 30, in the 9 o'clock and 
the midnight news broadcasts, the B.B.C. announcer drew atten- 
tion to the new severe penalties in respect of black market dea'- 
mes, and said that at Southampton two men had been convicted 
and sentenced to terms of imprisonment, and at the Old Bailey 
five men had been convicted and sentenced to terms of ImMprison- 
ment. He then went on to say that one of the latter, * Flash 
Issy.” was a notorious black marketecer 

The Secretary of the T.A.C. approached the Director of the 
News Service. drawing his attention to what on the face of it 
appeared to be discrimination in the selection of a name of 
one ot the convicted persons who was obviously a Jew. The 
Director caused a fu inquiry to be made into the matter and 
pointed out that there was no intentton on the part of ‘the 
Corporation to depart trom the objective standards of news 
reporting with which presentation of the broadcast news wa 


alwavs given, and proceeded to give what is considered. by 
Executive of the TAC. a satisfactory explanation of the reason 
for the singhng out of “Flash Issy.” It would appear that

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SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


Progressive Revelation 


“ And the Lord came down upon Mount Simi, to the 
top of the Mount; and the Lord called Moses to the top 
of the Mount; and Moses went up.”—Exodus xix. 20. 


HIS is how God and man met, and how the Divine 
IT revelation was made possible: God came down upon 

Sinai to meet Moses; Moses went up to Sinai to meet 
God. Or we might say: the Divine Spirit came down to 
the level of the greatest human mind; the greatest human 
mind rose to the level of the Divine Spirit. Moses did not 
cease to be human, God did not cease to be Divine. On 
the top of Sinai the points of contact were reached, and 
the will of Heaven was conveyed to earth. Is not this 
what the ancient Rabbis meant when they said: “ Never 
did Moses go up to heaven; nor did the Divine glory come 
down to earth—but God said unto Moses, ‘I will call thee 
from the top of the mountain, and thou shalt rise’ ”? 

Let us remember this. The God of Israel speaks to 
man on earth, calls upon him to rise and listen to His 
voice, and makes him the bearer of the Divine Law. He 
does not wish even His chosen messengers to be anything 
but human. When His messenger at Sinai rose above the 
masses of the people io hear the voice of God more clearly 
he was not allowed to discard his human nature, or per- 
manently to suppress his human needs, or to isolate himself 
for ever from his human surroundings. After forty days 
on the Mount, Moses was commanded to go down and to 
return to his people. It was the only way in which he could 
save Israel for the Law, and the Law for Israel. 

“the Torah was not given to angels,” the Rabbis sav, 
and men need not be angels in order to hear God's voice, 
or to feel His presence, or to obey His Law. 


VW! do not always see the significance of rising to the 
level that enables man to keep in touch with the 
Divine. Even our ancestors who witnessed the revelation 
at Sinai did not at first grasp the meaning of it. But they 
were at least eager to “ break through” to the Lord in 
order to see His glory, while the thundering forth of His 
vore made them tremble. What is it then that the Revela- 


tion at Sinai recalls to our minds to-day? There are those 
who refuse to be moved or roused by the experience of 
our ancestors who heard the voice of God speaking to 
the [hat experience, they say, was not confined to 
ancient Israel. God constantly reveals Himself to man, 


and the promulgation of the Divine Law does not consti- 
tute an wolated event in human history, they plead. There 
is 2 continuous and progressive revelation of God's will 
and Giod’s power which people with receptive minds cannot 
fail to observe, they point out. We do not deny this. Our 
anmcent Prophets and Seers bore constant witness to the 
ever-recurring Divine revelation in human experience. But 
the event that took place at Sina: occupies a unique place in 
the record of human progress. For if it is true that God 


always speaks to men and nations, it is equally true that 
men and nations do not as a rule stop to listen to His 
voce. Israel did stop to listen. It is this event that we have 
a ‘ht to describe as: unique and to commemorate with 
‘ude and reverence It is Israel's readiness to respond 


to Gsods voice and to accept His Law as a guide through 
lite that provides the first instance of the mind ot a people 
being actively moved by the Divine Spirit. 

it would have been impossible to speak of “ progressive 
revciation ” af progress could not be measured by the 
Standard of spiritual achievement set up at Sinai, or if 
the -omprehensron and mutation ol the Divine attributes 
lad not been fixed by Israel's La@waiver as the true goal 
Of human endeavour and aspiration, In this respect man's 
feu! progress always depends on his readiness to hark back 
to Sinus, and the declaration “I am the Lord thy God” 
must be regarded @ the beginning of all Revelation. 


T° DAY the communities of Israel are assembled in theu 
houses of worship in order to celebrate the anniversary 
Of the unique event of the self-revelation of God, coinciding 


Mith the self-surrender of Israel to the Divine will. We 
on have to isolate ourselves for a while trom our 
surroundings. to allow our minds to rise tor 


a da above our mmmeciate material concerns. and we can 
reach the level of Sinai. No one is to deem himself unfit 
to m ike the effort. No one must reltuse to renew the ancient 
promise in answer to the Divine call. We are merely 
human. if is true. And ou! (,0d desires us to remain human. 
There is nothing in our nature that we need completels 
suppress. But there is*something in it that must occa- 
sionally be released that it may soar to a greater height, that 
it may reach the level of the Divine. For this we need the 
silence of Sinai, as reproduced in the house of worship. 

Ihe reason why sO many Ol Us are unable to hear the 
voice of God in the material world we live in is that there 
is SO much noise going on around us—not the noise of the 
elements of nature, but the artificial noise made by man, and 
unwittingly we turn a deaf ear to the commandments and 
Precepts broadcast from the moral and spiritual centre of 
Isracl’s sacred vision But is not this precisely the reason 
why we should, on a day like this, eagerly seek shelter in 
the house of God and gladly listen to the “ Ten Words © 
Which our ancestors were the first to hear, and which they 
have preserved for us so that we may hearken to them 
even in a world and in an age in which the silence of Sinat 
cantrot be repeated”? 

tut we must not forget our ancient hope and prayer that 
Israel may one day be fit and ready not only to hear the 
voice of God in the world in which we live. but also to 
induce humanity as « whole to d@ His bidding and to 
accept the Law of Sinai as a guide through life. This ts 
the part we shall have to play if we are ever to perform 
the task allotted to us as “a kingdom of priests and a 
holy nation.” There is something startling in the very 
thought of it. But if we can Ase above. the miseries of the 
present time, and can attune our ears again to the sound 
of the Divine voice. if we can produce men who will leave 
the noisy world for a time and direct the attention of the 
Nations to the abiding nature of the Law of God, which 
provides the indispensable condition for security and happi- 
ness. then we may yet succeed in reaching Our goal, and 
“the time of the giving of our Law” may be celebrated 


by us with real gratitude and in a genuinely festive mood 
in which all peoples will freely share. 


UNITED SYNAGOGUE 
ELECTIONS 


Sunday last was “ Synagogue Sunday,” when most of the 
constituents of the United Synagogue in London held their 
annual mectings &nd elections. Routine matters held the ficld 
among the majority of the congregations, but the Deputies’ 
second appeal for the Commanity’s essential services was 
Stressed at several meetings. A Certain liveliness was apparent 
at the meetings at Cricklewood, Hampstead Garden Suburb, and 
Hendon, but sudden tragedy curtailed the Hendon meeting soon 
alter it began. The meeting was crowded, with an estimated 
attendance of 200 members, as it was expected that contentious 
matters would be debated. Mr. Sol. Cohen, the presiding 
Warden (and well-known: Secretary of the Society for the Pro- 
tection of Jewish Women, Girls, and Children), it was noticed, 
was looking far from well, and when he spoke he remained 
seated, contrary to his usual punctilious practice of standing. 
Within a few minutes of the start of a discussion, Mr. Cohen 
collapsed in his chair and died almost immediately. The mect- 
Ing was at once adjourned. 


CENTRAL 


The annual meeting of the Central Synagogue was held last 
Sunday in the Synagogue Board Room, 36, Hallam Street, W 
Mr. Desmond A. Tuck, Warden, who presided. moved the 
adoption of the annual report. It was just over a year ago, he 
said, that their Synagogue was destroyed by enemy action, and 
despite great difficulties they had maintained unbroken the con- 
tinuity of their religious activities. Services were held on weck- 
days in that Board Room, and on Sabbaths and Festivals in the 
Adolph Tuck Hall, Woburn House. At the Holy-day services, 
among the congregation were members of the Western Syna- 
gogue, who had also lost their building by enemy action. These 
members had been made honorary members of the Central 
Synagogue. 

Ihe religion classes, he continued, were held twice a weck 
under the superintendence of the Rev. E. Nemeth. About 20 
scholars attended, and there were many more Jewish children in 
the neighbourhood who could attend, Last December Mi: 
Herman resigned from the post of Acting Secretary. and the 
secretarial duties were now being carnmed on by Mr. M. Aizen. 
the Secretary of the Hackney Synagogue. The Rev. E. Nemeth 
continued to act’ as minister in the absence of the Rev. Philip 
Cohen, who was on Chaplaincy duties. 

Mr. Hyman Lewis, Joint Financial Representative, in present- 
ing the balance-sheet, said that in spite of difficultics they had 
had a small surplus at the end of the year.

A shelter for the personnel and patients of the Hadassah 
Hospital in Jerusalem has been completed, the Lancer, of 
London, reports. It consists of a tunnel running between the 
hospital and the nurses’ home, and is 80 metres long, 2} metres 
wide, and 22 metres in height. There are six emergency exits, 
in addition to the two main entrances. 

The shelter will accommodate $00 people. and has electric 
light and equipment for performing emergency operations; it can 
be closed against gas attacks. 

This is regarded as being the safest and most useful shelter in 
Palestine. 


CHILDREN FROM NAZI-OCCUPIED 
COUNTRIES 


The Palestine Government has granted a hundred immigration 
certificates each for juveniles from Hungary and Rumania, Mr. 
Eliahu Golomb, of the Jewish Agency Imangration Department, 
stated at a press conference held in Tel-Aviv. 

Mr. Golomb declared that it was easier to bring juveniles 
over to Palestine from Rumania than from Hungary. The 
rescuing of Jews from Greece presented great difficulties, he 
added A special commititce was, however, now in session 
somewhere in the Middle East to deal with this problem.

JEWISH CLAIMS IN POST-WAR~ 
RECONSTRUCTION 


Dr. Weizmann’s Radio Broadcast 


An appeal to the United Nations to make the demands of the 
Jewish people for its national rehabilitation a part of their 
post-war reconstruction programme was made by Dr. Chaim 
Weizmann, President of the World Zionist Organisation and 
the Jewish Agency for Palestine, in a nation-wide broadcast 
from New York last week. The broadcast was made in con- 
nection with the United Jewish Appeal. 

Dr. Weizmann demanded that the United Nations should 
face squarely the acute Jewish problem bound to arise after 
this war, and that minority rights for the Jews in European 
countries and the establishment of the Jewish National Home in 
Palestine should be included in the foundations of the post-war 


reconstruction programme, 


U.S. WAR RELIEF FOR BRITAIN 
One-Third Came From Jews 


Mrs. Archibald Silverman, Vice-President of the Zionist 
Organisation of America, who has arrived in this country to 
help the Keren Hayesod Palestine War Appeal for £100,000, 
spoke at a press conference at the Dorchester Hotel on Monday. 
She said she was proud to report that the Jews of the U.S.A., 
who numbered less than four per cent of the American popula- 
tion—had contributed a third of the entire amount that was 
sent out of the United States for war aid to Britain, American 
Jews had been vitally interested in the war aid for Britain even 
before America entered the war. South American Jews, too, 
had done a tremendous piece of work for British war relief, 
which showed that they had regarded themselves from the start 
as the allies of England, because they realised that their tate 
was bound up with the fate of England, especially those ofl 
them who believed in Palestine as the homeland of the Jewish 
people. 

Mrs. Silverman also described the great indignation which 
had been aroused all over America by the Struma disaster.

THE YELLOW BADGE 
Stirrings in Nazi Germany ? 


The changes that are taking place on the home front in 
Germany—the growing disillusionment and fears that Hitler is 
losing the war—are being accompanied by the growing under- 
standing that Hitlerism and anti-Semitism are all partot a gigantic 
bluff by which the people, have been deceived for years. The 
German people—or a large section of them—are beginning to 
“sober up” from their propaganda-sodden dreams of world 
domination ; and as they begin to look on the world with clearer 
eyes they are realising that among them are men and women— 
Jews—who have been even greater victims than themselves of 
Nazi brutality. A new sympathy is being born. 

A traveller in the Serpa Pinto, the refugee ship which 
recently went from Lisbon to America with several hundred 
passengers on board, has recounted, im an article pub- 
lished in Frems Deurscutanp, which published in 
Mexico, the many examples told him of this growing sympathy. 
One woman, the wife of an injured ex-serviceman, declared: 
“ There arc many non-Jews against the Nazis. One day a man 
from a big factory called on me and took notes of an incident 
in which I had been manhandled by an S.A. official. They keep 
lists of such matters for future action.” Another woman said: 
“ | had occasion to visit a certain department in order to arrange 
for emigration. The official was most friendly, and saw to every- 
thing in record time. He said, * Stay here, why go to Cuba— 
now, when this swinishness is nearly over?’ ” 

One man from Frankfort-on-Main said: “In our city, the 
Jews have to occupy the front platiorm of the first trailer on 
the trams. On the way to work the platform is tull of people 
wearing the Magen -.David badge. An ‘Aryan’ who got on was 
told by the conductor to move to the inside of the tram. The 
passenger replied in a loud vaice, "As long as I keep my reason 
I stay here. When I lose it, Pl go inside. “ The same refugee 
told how “Aryan” acquaintances used to give them gifts of food. 

“On the first day I was out wearing my ghetto badge on a 
iram,”’ said one woman, “a woman opposite kept looking at me 
Then I noticed her jotting down a few words on a picce of 
paper At Charlottenburg station, she silently handed me a 
book and got off. In the book [| found a note: * When 1 saw 
your badge I felt the deepest shame for all of us. Please accept 
this book as a gilt. 


Gifts from Workers 


A Berlin teacher who later became a factory worker said: 
“ There are notices on the tobacconists. * Jews not admitted.’ 
When we started wearme the ghetto badges the other workers 
travelling to work used to give us cigars and cigarettes. Onc ot 
my trends on the train telt something pushed imto his pocket 
by a man wearing a swastika badec. He trembled with fear, 
thinking mo was’a frame-up. When he got out he found in his 
pocket a packet of lood.” 

“In the Rhineland,” related a woman refugee, “ the people 
were very decent to*us, in spite of the badge. No one insulted 
us, apart from a tew young hooligans. In the town of Neuss, 
my nephew was greeted by a stranger in the street. * Um atraid 
} don't know you, said my nephew. ‘1 greet cveryone who 
wears the Jewish badge. replied the stranger, In a small town, 
another relative said to the local mayor, * 1 shan't be offended, 
Mr. Mayor, if you no longer grect me, now that | wear. the 
Jewish badge. The mayor replied: * | shall take off my hat 
to you even more respectiully. ~ 

\ Dusseldorf woman tofd how, on the first day of wearing 
the Jewish badge. she was utterly depressed, and did not dare 
Look people in the face As she passed a queuc outside a 
tobacconists someone called out, “Chin up, keep smiling! 

A man from Konigsberg said that he had plenty of “Aryan ” 
acquaintances who did not hesitate to speak to him, despite the 
badge. Another refugee described how, as she was travelling 
through Berlin, @ soldier came up to help her carry her case 
When he saw the Jewrth badge he cxcused himself. “1 would 
have gladly helped you to carry your case.” he said, * forgive 
me don't: would cause me too many difficulties.” 

But the most pointed comment was made by an “Aryan! 
worker, who, addressing a Jew wearing his badge. declared: “It 
does no harm. At least well know where ge are onsthe day ol 
icchoning, and wont go alter the wrong people.’ 


SLOVAKIA’S “JUDENREIN ” POLICY 
**Inhuman and Un-Christian’”’ 


By the end of September the last Jew will have left Slovakia, 
“id Sano Mach, Slovakian Minister of the Interior, m a 
speech at Bratislava Already 327.000 of the 90.000 Jews who 
originally hved in. Slovakaa, had been “ expatrated, he 
added, and by the end of May this number would be imereascd 
to 45,000. Slovakian Jews automatically lost their nationality 
when deported, he declared 

In another speech, Mach tried to dismiss the arguments of 
Catholics. who objected to the anti-Jewish measures on the 
ground that. the confiscation of Jewish possessions was con 
trary to the Christian principle of respecting honestly-acquired 
property. “Up to now,” he said, “* Jewish property was not 
honestly acquired. There may be exceptions, but in fulfilling 
the historic task, which ts necessary for the nation’s destiny, 
exeeptions must be disregarded.” 

Protestants, too, have been protesting against the treatment 
meted out to the Jews. In a third speech, Mach attacked a 
Protestant paper for saying: “ What is being done to the Jews 
im Slovakia is not in accord with the principles of humanity and 
even less with the principles of true Christianity.” 


Sixtcen hundred more Jews have been “ evacuated “ trom 
the Presoyv distuict in Slovakia to Polish ghettoes, Jewish houses 
im the district had been searched by the police and darge

Pelicpoix, Vichy’s new Commissioner-General for Jewish 
Affairs, has made an appeal to all Frenchmen to co-operate 
in the carrying out of the Vichy Government's anti-Jewish 

ag » press representatives, he said: “ I shall discharge 
my heavy task without hatred and without fear, but also with- 
out weakness. I shall propose three kinds of measures: first, to 
frustrate the Jewish plot which continues to incite under 
different disguises, carrying on anti-French activities; secondly, 
to put an end to all kinds of trafficking, especially in food 
supplics in which many Jews are still taking part; thirdly, to 
fix with precision the status of the Jews and to ensure French- 
men of the possession of their soil and property.” 

Pelicpoix also anrfounced intensive publicity and propaganda 
“to acquaint those Frenchmen who are still ignorant and 
foreign countries which are victims of Jewish parasitism with 
the elements of this vital problem.” 

It is reported that Pellepoix has had discussions with the 
Nazi Gestapo leader Heydiich (otherwise known as “ the 
Buiche: °) who recently arrived in Paris from Prague, where 
he has been conducting a reign of terror against the anti-Nazis. 

To the reminiscences of Pellepoix’s past record, recently 

blished in THe Jewisn CHronicie, can be added a quotation 
rom « rcport from La Lumiere, of Paris, of a speech made by 
Pellepoix in May, 1937. “ The Jewish question must be urgently 
solved.. Either the Jews must be expelled, or, they must be 
massacred.” 

According to one report, one of Pellepoix’s new jobs is to 
head 1 special section of the French police which has been 
formed to deal exclusively with the Jews. He will Choose 
hostages to used for Nazi “reprisals.”

The Jewish Anti-Fascist Committee in- Kuibishev, repre- 
senting all sections of Russian Jewry, is to hold a second Jewish 
Anti-Fascist Congress in Moscow on May 24 (the first Congress 
was held on August 24, 1941), Commanders and soldiers of 
the Soviet Army, industrial workers, scientists, writers, actors, 
and artists will address the Congress, and their speeches will 
be broadcast by the Moscow radio. 

_ The Committee has also decided to issue a journal in Yiddish, 
EINIGKEIT, which will be devoted to the struggle.of the Jews 
im Soviet Russia and abroad against Hitlerism. The editor 
will be the Executive Secretary of the Committee, M. Shakhno 
Epstein, and the editorial board includes the well-known 
writers David Bergetson, Kvitko, Strongin, Dobrushin, Galkin, 
and Kushnirov, and the Jewish artist Mikhoels.

REMITTANCES TO REFUGEES IN RUSSIA 


The Polish Jewish Refugee Fund in London has completed 
arrangements with the authorities for the forwarding of monthly 
remittances by cable to Polish and Lithuanian refugees in 
Soviet Russia. Part of the monthly quota is also allotted on 
account of Welatives. It is, therefore, requested that relatives 
and friends of Polish or Lithuanian sefugees in Soviet Russia 
should register with the Polish Jewish Refugee Fund, 33, 
Soho Square, Lendon, W.1. This registration applics only to 
those who have the correct addresses of refugees. 

The United Jewish Refugee and War Relicf Agencies of 
Montreal have announced the allocation of $20,000 as an initial 
step towards bringing medical relief to the hundreds ol 
thousands of Polish Jews who are at present refugees in Russia. 
The Canadian Jewish relief activities are being conducted in 
collaboration with the Joint Distribution Committee in the 
United States. 


AMERICAN JEWS’ WAR EMERGENCY 
CONGRESS 
Towards a Free World 


A war emergency convention called together by the 
American Jewish Congress was held in Chicago over the 
week-end. More than. S00 delegates from all parts of the 
United States participated in the convention, which was called 
in order to mobilise the resources of American Jewry for the 
war eflort and to consider plans tor the reconstruction after the 
war of Jewish life in countries at present under Nazi domination 

President’ Roosevelt, in a message sent to Dr. Stephen S. 
Wise, President of the World Jewish Congress, said: “ | am very 
happy to take this opportunity to extend sincere greetings to 
the American Jewish Congress. ... 1 commend most highly 
the lofty aims of this meeting which are to help the U.S. to 
win the war and win the peace and to develop a programme 
designed to contribute towards the creation ot a free world 
in line with the principles of the Atlantic Charter.” 

President Benes and the Czechoslovak Prime Minister, Mer 
Dr. Sramek, in a joint mesgage, stressed the fact that Czecho- 
slovakia was neve! infected” wth the anti-Semitic disease, and 
declared that mt was the dutv of the Allied Nations to see to 
it that after the war the Jewish problem should be solved on 
the bast et equality und justice as for other people.

GOD’S LAW 


TO-DAY is the first day of Shavuot, a harvest festival in 
the Jewish Palestine of dld, and laden, therefore, with 
fragrant associations and memories. It is also, in Jewish 
tradition, the Festival of the Law. As such, it has a 
significance all its own: for no other people makes of its 
laws an occasion for national or religious celebration. 

| At this moment a powerful group of peoples is engaged 
in a brutal attempt to trample under foot all laws, both 
secular and moral. It is true that another group is fighting 
to thwart it, and, therefore, in these days the implications 
Of morality are often in men’s thoughts. But in the 
piping days of peace there is not quite the same fervour 
in upholding Law, especially the moral law—as Jews 
know to their cost. The Jewish Festival, keeping the 
supremacy of Law steadily to the front, year by year, is 
thus a warning to all mankind of the prime condition of 
civilised well-being. Without Law, no fappiness. no 
irue liberty, no peace. Mankind has need of that 
message—cternally. 

What is this Law which our Festival proclaims? Last 
week there was reference in these columns to a brochure 
on anti-Semitism by Dr. A. Cohen, of Birmingham, in 
which the author argues, as have many other thinkers, 
that that malady of mind and soul is largely a manifesta- 
tion of xenophobia, the fear of the stranger, and explains 
that, despite the reduction of this nervous antagonism 
which comes with greater familiarity, the antagonism 
iingers on all the same, and remains to provide a ready 
hunting. ground for every mischievous demagogue and 
an effective and disastrous instrument by which ruth- 
less megalomaniacs can drivé to power. Anti-Semitism, 
dislike and repression of the unlike, aggression by a self- 
styled superior race, have lit the greatest international 
conflagration in all history. 
once teeming territories. 
Russian villages. 


It has reared the gallows in the 
It threatens human engulfment in 
utter darkness. Such dangers—the greatest that beset 
mankind—our Jewish Law saw with unerring clarity, 
and against them it raised, thousands of years ago, a 
sounder and loftier principle. For dislike of the unlike. 
li substituted the brotherhood of the unlike. For repres- 
sion of the stranger it proclaimed équality for him with 
the native-born. And, over all institutions and relation- 
ships, and governing them, it set the principle of iove 
ior ones neighbour. “* What is hateful to thee. do not 
unto thy tellow man: this is the whole Law: the rest is 
mere commentary.” Thus spoke the greatest Jewish 
sage since Bible days. 

Jewish tradition has nailed that principle to the mast- 
head, even while our people has dragged itself through 
the endless agonies of its tragic life. Its answer to perse- 
cution was the noble declaration that the pious of. all 
peoples have their portion in the world to come. On 
Kippur eve it recites the Divine promise ot, pardon 
not only for the congregation of Israel but also for the 
Stranger in their midst. Tradition ordains that the 
Book of Ruth be read in the Synagogues on Shavuot. It 
is a beautiful and moving story of a widowed Moabite 
woman received with loving kindness by Jews in the 
Jewish National Home, the land of Israel. Ruth .was, 
in a sense, more than a stranger in the land. She was 
a member of a nation whose historic hostility to Israel 
was not forgotten. Nevertheless, old international 
enmities were not permitted to poison relationships, 
and Ruth was welcomed with open arms. And this is 
the story that is repeated in our services on the day of 


the commemoration of the giving of the Law! No> 


fortuitous conjunction, that, but a deliberate way of 
declaring what Jewish Law is, as well as its vital bearing 
on all the problems of human existence. 

In its penetrating vision of the essentials of human 
happiness this Jewish Law bespeaks its Divine origin. 
But in the “ broken lights,” which are all that humanity 
gathers of the Divine purpose, or is willing to behold, 
we can realise how little that Law has been permitted to 
govern, so far, in the realm of man’s conduct. Be. it 
remembered that the Bible is not only the proclamation of 
a beneficent principle but also of a code of behayiour. If 
such affirmations as the Atlantic Charter and the Four 
Freedoms are, in essence, a restatement of the principle, 
all the equally beneficent social legislation of our days 
is a reaching out to the laws of social and international 


< 


It has made graveyards of 


justice enshrined in the Jewish scriptures. If the law 
against removing a neighbour's landmark had been 
respected, the “good neighbour ™ policy would have 
truly reigned, and there would have been no outrageous 
aggression. If the laws of social justice, and the spirit 
that underlay them, had been obeyed there would have 
been no grinding of the face of the poor, no insecurity 
of livelihood, no festering slums! 

To-day, the free peoples are dreaming of a better 
world. They will find all the guidance they need in the 
Jewish Law. It is the guidance of their own Creator, 
and to it they must needs turn for inspiration and help. 
Jews, too, the people who were the medium for the 
propagation of God's Law, have need, sore need, of a 
reminder of this sovereign truth. Let the carcless 
sceptics, the shallow scoffers, the fools who dismiss 
Judaism and the Torah as an exploded of outworn 
superstition, ponder it well. The Jewish Law lives, 
never more applicable than now. We ask Jews not 
merely to take pride in their mission to disseminate its 
teachings, but to honour it in their own conduct and be 
ruled by it all the time. 

In a letter in this issue, the Rev. Michael Adler, 
D.S.O., writes some moving words in this connection: 
“ In the inspired writings of the Law-giver, te Psalmist, 
the prophets,” he says, “ in the pages of Ecclesiastes and 
Job (which Renan the unbeliever regarded as _ the 
greatest book ever produced), and in the innumerable 
lessons taught m chapter after chapter of the Scriptures, 
the modern son and daughter of Israel may find not 
alone guidance and instruction for their daily lives, but 
a rich well-spring of courage and faith and endurance 
to face the present calamities that afflict mankind, to 
nerve themselves to continue the struggle of right against 
wrong, and to win through to a glorious victory.” «It Is 
their inheritance, held in trust for their children and all 
men . They must be so roused to its preciousness that 
the Bible will one day find a place in every Jewish 
household, and will not only be found there but be read 
and loved. The Bible Readers’ Union is doing some- 
thing to this supreme end. It should be helped to extend 
its vogue and influence. Is there any reason why a 
chapter of the Bible should not be recited by parents to 
their children every Sabbath eve, if not more olten? 
It would at least revive something of the sadly faded 
beauty and glory of the Jewish home. And it would 
help in its degree in the work, so urgent for all mankind, 
as the present ghastly conflict clearly shows, of bringing 
humanity back to an understanding of God's Laws, the 
gilt of which we solemnly recall this week. 


CALL FOR CAUTION 

One of the most engaging qualities of the British people 
is its relative freedom from the vindictive sprit, accom- 
panied, as it is, by an essential humanity and comparative 
slowness’ to suspicion. Unhappily, there are others, of 
less open-hearted disposition, who are only too ready to 
pres upon these characteristics and against whom it is 
necessary for the country to be on ats guard. The danger 
was neath though unintentionally illustrated by Von Beth- 
mann-Hollweg. the German Chancellor who was political 
chief in his country at the outbreak of the last war and 
who will remain for ever identified with the phrase “a mere 
scrap of paper” by which he described the treaty of Belgian 
neutrality which Germany had signed but which she 
cvnically violated when she thought it would suit her book, 
Aftef the Battle of the Marne, which marked the first 
failure of that particular phase of German banditry, some- 
one suggested to him that Germany might well lose 
the war and. asked him what heewould do if he saw 
military defeat ahead. “In that case,” replied the 
Chancellor, “we would have to organise sympathy.” 
It is this “ organisation of sympathy,” exploiting the British 
sportsmanlike generosity towards a beaten foe, that con- 
stitutes to-day a serious peril, and there are suspicious signs 
that this Hun trick is already in process. It is to be seen, 
perhaps, in the appearance of printed stories about the 
*vood" Germans who never wanted war, and who show 
their real “Christian” feelings by acts of kindness to citizens 
of enemy States—-even to Jews. German propaganda, which, 
among its other thorough studies, has studied national 
weaknesses, can be very subtle as well as crude, and news- 
papers which print these stories do so, no doubt, with per- 
fectly innocent intent. It is often difficult to discriminate 
between “clean” and “tainted” matter in articles like, for 
instance, that published recently in the Mexican German 
paper FreieS DEUTSCHLAND and quoted elsewhere in this 
issue. Readers in all such cases should approach these 
stories with great caution, For it is obvious that the alibi 
created for Germany in this way might be used to unsettle 
minds and lead to weakness and dissension, It has also the 
serious danger that it may encourage the continuance or 
even the intensification by the Nazi murder gang of their 
infamous practices, in the belief that no matier what they 
do, “the German people,” who were always “ nice, good 
people but over-awed,” will be able to escape the future 
deterrents which the Allies have in mind, and to settle down 
in splendid comfort as though there had never been a 
world war started by the German State. 
some scepticism had beiter be cultivated when one reads 
of their “real” sentiments, and perhaps the recollection 
of a certain proverb about the Devil when sick would 
not come amiss,

It has been ever a source of encouragement for our people 
in the midst of all their trials, for its wide welcome carries 
the cheering messagé that there are thousands of Gentiles 
ready to listen to the truth, just as there are, we are sure, Many 
hundreds of Jews cager to learn it and be reconciled to their 
faith and reinspired. It is, in fact, a real Kiddush-Hashem, 
for which no amount of gratitude could be too great. Is 
it too much to ask that this precious litthe volume should 
henceforward be found in every Jewish home, even though 
it has to be presented gratis? Perhaps some far-sighted 
coreligionist will be moved to this act of generosity and 
wisdom. It would be the Fest blow ever struck 1m our 
community for the restoring of appreciation of our spiritual 
heritage and, as such, surely a service also to the State.

As regards the two more 
important offices, it is only intimated in the notice that the 
two gentlemen recommended by the. Executive will be 
proposed and seconded at the meeting. » This discrimination 
may be justified by the By-Laws, but if so the distinction 
4 surprising one, for it amounts to a clear suggeshon that 
while the election of the Treasurers is a matter in which 
the whole body of Councillors are entitled to a sonce, that 
of the President and Vice-Presidents is mainly for the 
Executive. We say -that this is the” clear meaning of 
the procedure: “@therwise. and if the Council as a whole 
were intended to be given a completely free hand, the 
nomination form would not have been confined to tix 
two minor offices. Of course, it may be open to members 
of the Council to propose other names for the Presidenc, 
and Vice-Presidency when the Executive’s choice is sub 
mitted. But the very fact that the Executive have previous!) 
made up their minds on the matter is hardly likely to 
encourage an\ such last-moment nominations, to 
nothing of any determination to press them to a division 
Perhaps it is idle, things being what they are in the Com- 
munity, to mumble the word “ democracy ~ in this connes 
tion. Equally unavailing, too, to inquire where the seii- 
respect of the Council members enters into the arrangemen! 
But it is not a waste of words to point out that as long «: 
these highly disrespecttul methods continue, so long “)!! 
many of the ablest men among Anglo-Jewry, ang those with 
souls above the rubber-stamp pattern, continue to hold alool 
from communal affairs.

fre election of Sir Robert, which is probably a foregone 
conclusion, severs the Rothschild link with the office, and 
ends a tradition as old as the United Synagogue itself. I 
is no disparagement of Sir Robert to say that many in the 
Community will profoundly regret the break, for the 
tradition had a good deal more than sentiment to recom- 
mend it and too many valuable traditions have vanished 
for anyone to be pleased with the latest lapse. Nor will 
Sir Robert himself be surprised if his assumption of the 
leading office in our chief religious organisation raises 
certain inevitable qualms. He has, in all his active career 
of public work, been impelled, if not dominated, by certain 
chara¢teristics, among them boundless confidence in his 
own judgment, strong dislikes, apd impatience of opposition, 
These are, no doubt, the defects of his own qualities, 
springing from the workings of a strong and well-marked 
personality, But they do not make the functioning of the 
communal machine smoother and, it is necessary to repeat, 
are calculated to discourage men of independent thought 
from any participation in Jewish peblic administration, 
Frankly, there is need, in the inner counsels of the United 
Synagogue, of another voice of comparable power or 
traditional authority to act as a counterpoise, and one can 
only hope that in due course it will reveal itself. It may 
be that from the vantage point of his new position Sir 
Robert hopes to further his proposal for a National Syna- 
gogue, in which London and the Provinces will at last 
join hands. If so, the ambition is a laudable one, provided 
always that this wider religious organisation is kept purely 
religious in function and purpose, and true to the cause 
of traditional Judaism.

THE BOOK OF JEWISH THOUGHTS 


Twenty-fifth Anniversary of Historic 
Publication 


DR. HERTZ’S “ MONUMENT FOR THE AGES ” 


A correspondent writes: 

It is not often that an Anglo-Jewish book is privileged to 
celebrate its birthday: it is only too seldom that the interest 
survives long enough. But this Shabuot Anglo-Jewry is able to 
congratulate a beloved work on a yet more notable anniversary 
—its completion of an entire quarter of a century, with its utility 
unimpaired and its attraction as great as when it first saw the 
light. 

It was at Shabuot, 1917, that the Chief Rabbi was able to 
bring to fruition an idea which had been maturing in his mind 
lor many years, and to publish his famous anthology, “A Book 
of Jewish Thoughts.’ The first issue—a far more slender 
volume than we now know, and bound in khaki linen—was 
intended for men in the Forces. 

Many of us can still recall the thrill we had when we were 
first handed this miniature masterpicce by our Chaplains—how 
all the occasional annoyances at what Jews sometimes did were 
thrust back into their proper perspective and how the eternal 
sublimities of Judaism gave us pride and happiness and comfort 
m snatched half-hours in trench and dug-out. But few of us 
could have realised at that timé what a memorable career the 
work was to have. 

It has gone into the hands of countless Gentiles as well as 
Jews. It has been circulated probably in a greater number of 
copies than any other work of Jewish interest, other than the 
Bible and Prayer-Book. By now, its total circulation in Enelish 
only must have reached something like a quarter of a million. 
The Library edition alone had totalled upwards of 30,000, some- 
thing like 200,000 therefore having appeared in the pocket edition. 
This constitutes only a fraction of those whom the work has 
reached: for which of us has been able to restrain ourselves from 
lendmg it to Gentile acquaimtances, as the best of all anti- 
defamation propaganda? 

But its utility has not been confined to the English-speaking 
world. Translations have appeared in German, Hungarian, 
Polish, Yiddish, even Arabic (obviously a useful instrument for 
the improvement of Judwo-Arab relations). The Hebrew trans- 
lation, too, has probably seen the light by now in Palestine. it 
has been translated into Braille and is available thus for the 
blind. And, with every edition, there have been additions, im- 
provements, alterations (the last that hes before me, for example, 
contains statements regarding the Jews by persons as diverse as 
Winston Churchill and Pope Pius X1., as well as an entirely new 
section of Chassidic sayings). 

Dr. Hertz has performed many meritorious services for his 
people: but his monument for thé ages is this immortal litle 
volume.

WORK OF MANCHESTER T.A.C. 


The first meeting of the Area Administrative Council of the 

AC. was held last weck at the Engineers’ Club, Albert 
Square, Manchester. 

Mr. Hyman Weinberg, Chairman of the Council, who presided, 
reported that up to date cight trade sections had been formed 
(Waterproof and Rainproof; Clothing and Mantles: Light Cloth- 
ing: Textile Merchants; Wholesale Warchousemen: Chemists 
and Opticians ; Engineering and Allied Trades; and Food, includ- 
ing Meat and Poultry). Further sections for the Furniture and 
Paper Trades would be formed very shortly. 

ver SO cases of arbitration, dispute, and malpractice had 
been dealt with, shid the speaker. Recently the T.A.C. had 
been approached by representatives of the workers for support 
in removing abuses in the arrangement of supplies and prices 
of foodstuffs, and it was possible that a Consumers’ Advisory 
Committee would be set up. : 

Mr. E. Raffles, Treasurer, said the T.A.C. could only be 
completely effective if every Jewish trader enrolled. He urged 
that Manchester should have at least 1,000 members. 

Mr. M. keinmann, Chairman of the Manchester Refugee 
Committee, was Eve an assurance by the Chairman, that the 


T.A.C. would help on any proolems which arose in connection 
with refugees. 


ZIONISTS’ UNITED APPEAL 


Speaking at a luncheon given by the Manchester and District 
Farm City Association last week, Mr. J. Leon referred to the 
United Palestine Appeal shortly to be launched in Manchester. 
under the Presidency of Councillor Mrs. Sarah Laski. and the 
joint Chairmanship of Mr. E. Raffles and Mr. J. Mamlock’ It 
was, he said, the first time a United Appeal was to be launched 
in Great Britain—* thanks to the obstinacy of us Manchester 
workers,” and it was hoped Manchester would be followed 
by the rest of Great Britain. 

Professor Samson Wright gave an address on. “ The Future 
of Palestine.” in which he said that “the strength of our 
claim to a Jewish State will depend not on the strength of docu- 
ments and promises, but on the strength of our numbers and 
our stake in the land. Let us forget about our * paper’ claims: 
let us work to make our position in Palestine as strong as 
possible, and work in the belief that soon we will realise a 
Jewish State in Palestine.”

TALMUD TORAH SCHOOLS 


Mr. S. H. Steinart, J.P., presiding at a Council meeting of the 
Talmud Torah Schools held recently, said the main school 
building was quite unsuitable for housing the children (due to 
air raids) and, pending rebuilding operations, the classes were 
mecting at the Central Synagogue Classrooms, Heywood Street 
(by permission of the Synagoguc. Kbxecutive). Classes con- 
tinued to be held at the branches of “ Ashdown,” Middleton 
Road, and at Kent Street, Lower Broughton, but not at Wood- 
thorpe, which had been closed down. Alternative arrangements 
had been made for the pupils. 

The Principal, the Rev. Dr. I. W. Slotki, in his educational 
report, said that the Talmud Torah, in addition to the three 
branches, was responsible for ten day-schools. 

Dr. A. Altmann, Chairman of the Education Committee, 
announced that as a result of the Jewish Education Board's 
Training Course there would be available a good number of 
reliable religious teachers. 

Mr. E. Raffles, Treasurer, submitted the financial statement, 
which showed that the overdraft now duc to the bank was £4,514,

WHERE SHOULD LEEDS CHILDREN 
BE TAUGHT 


Private Houses or Synagogues ? 


Presiding over a meeting of the Council of the Leeds Talmud 
Torah. Mr. A. M. Hurwitz said that the attendance at the 
present school premises was becoming more than ever depleted 
on account ef the migration of Jewish residents to other Jfistricts ; 
hence, they had the problem of large numbers of Jewish children 
who were receiving no Hebrew education. It was, therefore, the 
Talmud Torah’s duty to extend its activities to reach the children 
in the new districts. aes 

There was a possibility of obtaining a large building in the 
Chapeltown area. But if this were unobtainable, the question was : 
should the Talmud Torah, as a war-time measure, temporarily 
purchase or rent additional small premises? 

Mr. D. Newton said that on no account must they revert to 
the old system of using houses as schools. Children must receive 
their religious and Hebrew education in pleasant surroundings 
with all the necessary facilities. Mr. Max Nathan suggested, as 
a temporary measure, that accommodation could be obtained in 
the various Synagogues. 

Mr. D. L. Sandelson said that during the war there should be 
no need. in view of the number of Synagogues that had -accom- 
modation, to acquire new premis@ in the Chapeltown areca. The 
United Hebrew Congregation would afford every facility, and he 
called upon the Management Committees of the other Syna- 
zogues to do likewise and thereby make a substantial. contribu- 
tion to the solution of a problem in the Leeds Community. 

M:..M. Stross wanted large airy premises with adequate play- 
grounds. Mr. S. Adler said that, temporarily, a house to serve 
the Chapeltown and St. Martin's district was needed immedi- 
ately: and Mr. S. Miller agreed with Mr. Adler, and said that 
the idea of one’ central Talmud Torah must be definitely 
abandoned. 

A sub-committee of Mr. M. Stross, Mr. D. fT. Sandelson, Mr. 
M. Nathan, and Mr. A. Friedman was formed to look into the 
question of accommodation.

he urved that the time was now opportune to make provision 
for post-war aid. 

Mi. Nettler’s suggestion was put forward during the dis- 
cussion of a proposal made by the Glasgow Jewish Ex-Service- 
men’s Branch of the British Legion to launch an appeal for tunds 
to provide new 

Asking for approval of the proposed appeal, Mr. Arthur Rose, 
Chairman of the Jewish Ex-Servicemen’s Branch, expressed the 
view that the Ex-Servicemen’s Branch was one of the most 
effective weapons for*combating anti-Semitism. 

Phe present membership, he said, was about 200, but they 
could have the strongest branch of the British Legion in Scotland 
after the war, with a membership in the region of 2,000, if they 
had suitable accommodation. The premises in Abbotsford Place 
were hopelessly inadequate. 

Following a discussion, it was decided to appoint a sub- 
committee to consider the proposed appeal. 

The Executive Committee's recommendation that representa- 
tion on the Council be open to any Jewish organisation in 
Scotland that wished to do so, was carried by 16 votes to 8 

GLASGOW REFUGEE CHILDREN 

At a meeting of the Glasgow Jewish Refugee Children’s Aid 
Committee held recently, Mrs. Landau reported on her visits to 
refugee boys and girls over the age of 18 who were residing in 
lodgings, and stated they were all making progress, and they 
spent most of their leisure at the Refugee Youth Club. 

Mrs. M. T. Mann, who presided, reported that one of ‘the 
refugee boys from Skelmorlic was being transferred at his request 
to Polton House Farm School, Edinburgh, the school which was 
established when Whittingehame closed down. It was suggested 


that during the forthcoming summer holidays other refugee 
children might take up farm work. 


PETERBOROUGH INSTITUTE PROMOTES 
FELLOWSHIP 


The appreciation of the Peterborough Jewish Community for 
friendship extended to them by residents was reflected at the 
first annual meeting of the Jewish Institute. 

The Chairman (Mr: H. Shaw) explained that the special object 
of the Institute was to help good causes and individuals irrespec- 
tive of denomination. They had made gifts totalling £88 to 
the Society of Friends, the Mayor's Special Fund, the Memorial 
Hospital, the Red Cross Committee, the Services Special Fund, 
and their Chapel friends. The Institute had proved influential 
in bringing about a better understanding between Jew and 
non-Jew. 

A year ago they had been anxious about the care of children 
evacuated from the big cities and about the provision of Jewish 
teaching for them. The community were fortunate in having 
with them the Rev. B. Greenberg who had been sent by the 
Joint Emergency Committee. Their special thanks were due 
to the Minister and Deacons of the Westgate Church who had 
given the use of the Church Hall for Sabbath and_ Festiva!

A “NEW DEAL” FOR THE 
STATELESS 


Humanising International Law 


The problem of “ The Stateless in International Law” and 
suggestions for its solution were outlined last weck by Professor 
Ernst Frankenstein, the eminent authority on the subject, at the 
Anglo-Palestinian Club, W.1. Dr. W. R. Bisshop presided. 

Professor Frankenstein said that his subject not only concerngd 
the fate of hundreds of thousands all over the world, but might 
even prove to be the starting point for a new and_ better 
conception of International Law. Over 1,000,000 persons were 
involved, 

_ The trouble was that the individual, as such, had no standing 
in International Law, the speaker declared. A person might 
have a complaint against a State. He might have been refused 
a Visa to enter it; hee might have been convicted for pretended 
infringement of immigration laws or expelled or deported; he 
might have suffered from any kind of discrimination. But as 
a rule, he had no means of.immediate redress. He could not 
suc the State in an International Court. He could only submit 
his case to his own State and ask for protection. It might be 
that his State then took the case in hand and resorted to the 
usual means of diplomatic negotiations or reprisals or in some 
cases to an International Court. But these possibilities were 
denied to the stateless person. In International Law he was 
a nobody, a subject of a legal no-man’s land. ' 

Several ingernational conventions, above all the Geneva Con- 
vention on Refugees from Germany, had created some very 
restricted rights for stateless refugees (and for other unprotected 
refugees also) and had set up an international authority, the 
High Commissi®ner for Refugees, thanks to whose admirable 
work and that of the Deputy High Commissioner much personal 
relict had been brought to individuals. But this was only 
patchwork. If statelessness did not fit into their present system 
of International Law the logical conclusion was that they had 
cither to suppress statclessness or to change their conception 
of International Law. An important group of international 
lawyers, the Grotius Society, had set up a Committee for the 
study of the problem The Committee’s opinion was that 
Statelessness should be abolished: that every individual should 
acquire at birth a nationality and should not lose mt without 
acquiring another nationality. 


_ Transitional Rules Needed 


But the future suppression of statelessness, the speaker added, 
would not bring reliel to those who at present were stateless, 
They needed transitional rules, and u might prove that it was 
lar caster to lay down principles for the future than to provide 
lor the present situation. He would emphatically protest against 
the suggestion simply to reinstate denationalised persons: in 
their former nationality, After all that they had had to endure, 
those who had been denationalised should at least be given the 
choice of being reinstated in their former nationality or of 
being natufalised at their place ol. residence. 

The old conception of International Law, said the Professor, 
had been that every State was sovereign and free to commit 
any infamy, any crime against its own subjects as long as it 
did not endanger the interests of foreigners. This profoundly 
inhuman principle enabled the Nazis to conquer Germany, to 
enslave her population and to create that war machinery which 
had brought upon the world suflerings without measure 

Ihe task was to create a real International or Supernational 
Law, a law based on the convictions of the majority of mankind. 
Every human being, whether he was or was not citizen ol a 
particular State, had to possess certain basic rights and be 
protected in the enjoyment of these rights wherever he lived. 
Everyone had to have free and direct access to International 
Courts and the judgments of these Courts had to be enforced 
everywhere by an International power or authority which was 
independent of the States and strong enough to make itsell 
respected. 

Seven years ago, he recalled, he had submitted to the Jewish 
Agency a plan of establishing at the University of Jerusalem an 
Institute of International Law. It was in Jerusalem, the holy 
city of three religions, that the prophet [sarah proclaimed the 
ideal of eternal peace, and no place in the world had an cqual 
claim to becoming the centre of the study and propaganda ol 
International Law. The ‘plan had been buried somewhere in 
the tiles. He thought the trme had come to revive it. The 
Jewish people, who had suffered more than any other from the 
lack of a real International Law, and had experienced the con- 
sequences for centuries all over the world, could make an 
important contributson to the task.

Obituary 


MR. SOL. COHEN 


Communal Worker’s Death at Synagogue 
Meeting 


While he was presiding at the annual meeting of the Hendon 
Synagogue on Sunday, Mr. Sol. Cohen died as the result of 
a heart attack. Mr. Cohen was known chiefly in the Community 
for the valuable services Ne performed as General Secretary of 
the Jewish Association for the Proteetion of Girls, Women, and 
Children. He held the position since 1904. He was 65 years old. 

Mr. Cohen's work in investigating the traffic in women took 
him to most European countries and gained him an international 
reputation for his exposures of the white slave traffic. He 
was instrumental in rescuipg a large number of girls from lives 
of degradation. Mr. Cohen was an Assessor Member of the 
League of Nations Permanent Advisory Committee on_ the 
Traffic in Women and Protection of Children and, in 1927, 
was appointed a member of a League of Nations Committee to 
undertake an investigation imto the traffic in women. In 1929 
he was appointed on an Advisory Committee delegated by the 
Home Secretary to supervise a scheme for helping women and 
girls coming to London for employment, 

Among other communal offices held by Mr. Cohen were: 
President of the First Lodge of England, B'nai B'rith in 1934, 
Hon. Secretary of the North West London Synagogue, Warden 
of the Hendon Synagogue, Chairman of the Hendon Hebrew 
Classes, and Hon. Secretary of the Joint Emergency Committce 
for Jewish Religious Education. 


JOSEPH ASLAN CATTAUI PASHA 
Grand Old Man of Egyptian Jewry 


The death occurred in Cairo last week at the age of 81 of 
Joseph Aslan Cattaui Pasha, President of the Cairo Jewish 
Community since 1924. when he succeeded his father, Moses 
Cattaui Pasha. 

Joseph Cattaui became an engineer in 1882, attached to the 
Ministry of Public Works. He collaborated in the construction 
of the Helouan Railway line. the Tantah Waterworks, and other 
important undertakings, His political career started with the 
beginning of parliamentary life in Egypt and in 1915 he was 
elected a member of the Legislative Assembly until its di,- 
solution in 1922. In 1921 he was elected one of the 32 members 
of the Committee established to work out the Egypuan Con- 
titution: was elected a Deputy in three parliamentary elections ; 
became Minister of Finance in 1924, Minister of Communica- 
tions ‘in 19258: and from 1927 till 1939 was a member of the 
Egyptian Senate. Joseph Cattaui was matle a Pasha in 19122, 
and received numerous other decorations. 

His son Aslan Cattaui Bey succecded him as a member of 
the Senate: and another son, René Catiaui Bey, is a member ol 
the Chamber ot Deputies. Both are communal workers 


WILLIAM DIAMOND, aged 50, was Chairman of the 
Notting Hill Bikkur Cholim Society; served as Vice-President, 
Auditor, and Grand Lodge Deiegate of the Sir George Jessel 
Lodge of the Order Achei Brith: was a platform speaker in the 
defence movement against anti-Semitusm.

INTERNED BY JAPS

remember some weeks ago the quoting ot 
a letter from Hong-Kong, written by the 
former Cardiff Jewish surgeoh, Dr. Harry 
Talbot, in which he chided Cardiff Jewish 
ministers for attacks on the local Habonim. 

hat letter was pathetic because the fate 
of the writer was unknown, as the Japan- 
esc had captured Hong-Kong in between 
times, Now I am glad to hear that Dr. 
Talbot is safe, but has been interned by 
the Japanese, as has also his widowed 
mother, Mrs, Teitelbaum, who went with 
him to the Far East in 1939 after his last 
visit home. He went to Hong-Kong as an 
ear, nose, and throat specialist and college 
lecturer. after serving as House Surgeon at 
Cardiff Royal Infirmary and. holding 
ntedical posts im hospitals at Swansea, 
Edgware, and Cheltenham. Two years 
ago, he was the surgeon who performed 
an operation on Mme. Chiang Kai-Shek, 
the famous wife of the Chinese General- 
issimo. In 1938, he was a witness before 
a League of Nations inquiry into the 
alleged use of poison gas by Japanese in 
China. 

COINCIDENCE

of keeping poultry in order to supple- 
ment the egg ration has many little 
difficulties and problems that are nOt quite 
the same as those which confront the pro- 
fessional or commercial poultry-kceper. 
She keeps the birds primarily for their 
eggs, above all at those scasons when eggs 
are in sbort supply, and when, at the 
same time. the family need the extra 
nourishment they represent. 
For her purpose, then, it is wisest, first, 
to limit herself to mo mare than a dozen 
birds, with which she will qualify for the 
war-time special allowance of Balance: 
meal. The choice of birds is a debatable 
subject on which no two poultry-keepers 
ever scem to agree. But in choosing a 
breed all the circumstances should be con- 
sidered. For instance, Leghorns are 
dependable layers and = satisfactory in 
most ways—but they are light birds and 
they tend to fly over any but the highest 
wiring. 


Cross-Breed Favourite 


Much the same goes for Minorcas, 
which, though slightly larger and heavier, 
are also heavy layers. The favourite 
domestic breed is a cross between Rhode 
Island Reds and light Sussex*fowls. These 
birds may be either white specked with 
black or the typical red shade according 
to the arrangement of their parentage. The 
whitish speckled variety are better layers,

but the reds often preferred because, 


it is possible in. their case accurately to 
determine the sex of even the day-old 
chicks—in a given. clutch all the cocks are 
speckled white and the hens are red. Even 
these birds tend to fly over the wires at 
times, and if this happens their wings 
should be clipped. 

The housewife poultry-keeper should 
aim at maintaining a flock of sturdy, 
healthy fowls, and although this can only 
be done if a certain amount of care and 
trouble is taken, she should not attempt 
any but the simplest remedial measures 
for sick birds. A spoonful of olive oil 
given to a hen which persists in drooping 
will often’ effect a speedy recovery, but 
anything more serious should be left alone 
by. the amateur. Sick birds, however, 
should be segregated trom the rest of the 
flock as soon as they are detected, as many 
chicken complaints are infectious or con- 


tazious. 
To Keep Birds Well 

To keep the birds well and obtain the 
best results in. egg-productjon it 1s essen- 
tial to observe strict regularity in feeding, 
to see that the daily feeds contain a maxt- 
mum of essential food, and to keep the 
pen and run as clean and sweet as 
possible, If you fork the run over at 
regular intervals, many insects as well as 
worms will be provided as valuable addi- 
tions to the hens’ food. Equally tmpor- 
tant is it to maintain a constant supply 
of clean, fresh, drinking water. An ege 
contains 80 per cent water, and in the 
laying season the birds will drink freely. 
If the drinking water is dirty and stagnant, 
the quality and food value of the eggs are 
bound to be aflecte

should consist of a warm mixture made by 
well boiling all the kitchen scraps, potato 
peclings, vegetable trimmings, and remains 
left on plates, and then mixing this with 
a quantity of the Balancer meal. The 
resultant mash should be moist cnough to 
retain the heat but never be really wet. 
It should be given in clean troughs as hot 
as possible. A good plan when boiling the 
kitchen scraps is to pour off any surplus 
liquid and save this for next day's supply. 
If you boil the mash with too littl water 
you Are liable to burn it, 


The Evening Feed 


Towards evening the chickens should be 
given a feed of dry mash’ supplemented 
with any grain that is available, Green- 
stuff that is not included in the cooked 
food may be given to them raw, and the 
outside leaves of cabbages ‘or any vegcet- 
ables that have gone to seed will be greatly 
appreciated and will help to keep the 
fowls well. It is essential that laying hens 
should have a proportion of protein in 
their food. The Balancer meal centains 
this, but if you have any spare bones 
boil them in the chicken food, and in very 
cold weather add a_ tablespoontul 
vetermary cod-liver ol to the morning 
teed 


Dust with Disinfectant 


Dust the hens at frequent intervals with 
Izal powder or some other suitable dis 
infectant to prevent the insects that 
inevitably infect fowls from getting too 
numerous. This i doubly important in 
warm. weather. 

Ii a hen becomes broody, place her in 
a small box apart trom the flock and keep 
her shut up for one or two days or until 
she shows signs of wanting to get around 
She must, of course, be fed, preferably 
with dry food, Sand given clean water at 
the usual feeding times. If you are 
investing im some young chicks at this 
time of year, you cannot do better than 
try to borrow a broody hen to look afte: 
them. The young chicks will require 
special chick meal which you can obtain 
m your monthly ration, although this wil! 
be deducted from your Balancer allowance.

SEASONABLE FARE 


Tuerke is still a very good supply of! 
really good quality parsnips. Several! 
suggestions for their use were given in a 
recent issue, here are two more which 
should prove useful. 

Tart Filling 

lb. parsnips thinly, cut into small 
pieces (removing any litthe woody fibres), 
put into a saucepan with 4 pint water, 
2-3 oz. sugar, and lemon substitute to 
taste. If a clove is available add that too, 
or failing that, teaspoonful «ground 
ginger, Stew gently till tender and when 
coo! put into a pie dish, cover with short 
crust, and bake a golden brown. UH pre 
ferred, when the parsnips are soft, mast 
to a pulp. Roll out the crust thinly into 
2 rounds, place one on a tart tin, spread 
over the mixture, damp edges, and cove: 
with pastry. Crimp edges together and 
bake in a moderately hot oven till the 
pastry is donc, 

If you have a little dricd fruit to spare 
add a spoonful to the purée. If you call 
this “apple” tart the family will not 
know the difference.

Parsnips, | lb.: rhubarb, ; 
sugar, 3 O7.:. vinegar, pt.: salt, 2 tea- 
spoonfuls: mustard, teaspoontuls and 
if available a teaspoontul of allspice ©! 
l or 2 cloves. 

GRATE parsnips, chop + onion* and 
rhubarb (or put them all through the 
mincer, taking care not to lose any juice), 
put into a bowl, add sugar, mix together, 
cover. and leave for 24 hours

spice being used, bring to the boil, add 
parsnips, etc., and cook gently tll sott, 
Stirring frequently, Turn into jars and*tiec 
down when cold.

Cut dates into small pieces, reserving a 
feW pieces for garnishing, put the 
bottom of a bowl or individual glasses, 
pour over the sago mixture, garnish with 
dates, and serve cold.
